They  will 
go  to  Argentina,  where  Mr.  Glare

Board  in  September,  1M7.  “We 
found,”  writes  Roebuck,  “that 
there  was  a  great  hunger  for  the 
gospel,  but  because  of  fear  and 
intimidation  there  were  few  who 
would  listen. 

However,  In  spite  of  opposition, 
the  gospel  is  not  bound,  and  & 
have  followed  the  Lord  in  baptism. 
Most  of  these  live  in  the  Jemer 
Pueblo  where  the  conflict  for  re¬ 
ligious  liberty  for  the  50  or  more 
Christians  (Baptist  and  Holiness) 
is  moat  severe. 

Three  families  have  been  driven 
from  their  homes  in  the  past  five 
years  beesuae  of  their  Christian 
faith.  He  writes,  “When  the  aunt 
of  one  of  our  Baptist  Indian  lead¬ 
ers  was  being  evicted  from  her 
home  by  the  tribal  governor,  Joee 
said  to  him,  'You  are  an  intelli¬ 
gent  man.  Don't  you  know  that 
you  are  doing  wrong'?'  The  gover¬ 
nor  replied,  ‘Yea,  but  I  have  to

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Pictured  above  is  the  beautiful  new  air-conditioned  Broadmoor  Baptist  Church  of  Jackson,  Mis¬ 
sissippi.  a  $135,000  00  structure,  exclusive  of  equipment  costs,  which  is  now  under  construction  at  the 
corner  of  East  North  side  Drive  and  Manhattan  Road.  The  new  church  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
during  the  early  Spring  of  1954. 

Rev.  L.  Gordon  Sensing,  pastor,  announces  that  this  modern  structure  of  buff  brick  construc¬ 
tion  wilt  have  complete  department  assemblies,  class  rooms  for  each  department  from  beginner* 
through  adults  and  an  ultra-modern  designed  nursery.  The  auditorium  will  have  a  seating  capacity 
of  approximately  500.  with  scientifically  designed  seats.  The  Sunday  School  room  capacity  will  be 
approximately  527. 

The  plana  call  for  adequate  all-weather  parking  areas  adjacent  to  the  building  with  completely 
landscaped  grounds. 

The  above  building  is  the  first  unit  of  an  over- all  plan  with  an  auditorium  and  additional  educa¬ 
tional  space  to  be  constructed  at  a  later  date.  Plans  are  being  made  to  develop  supervised  play¬ 
grounds  and  recreational  facilities  on  the  church  property  after  the  completion  of  the  structure 
The  church  now  has  a  full  time  music,  educational  and  recreational  director. 

Upon  completion,  thia  will  be  one  of  the  most  modern  and  beautiful  churches  in  the  City  of  Jack- 
son.  According  to  George  T  MrClintock.  treasurer,  the  church  is  enjoying  a  tremendous  growth, 
having  increased  its  membership  by  more  than  one  third  since  January,  IMS.

Atlanta  R.  A.  Congress

ATLANTA,  Ga  —  <BP)-The  larg¬ 
est  gathering  of  Southern  Baptist 
boys  in  history,  about  6,000.  is  ex¬ 
pected  for  the  first  Royal  Ambas¬ 
sador  Coogreaa  to  be  held  in  At¬ 
lanta,  Ga  ,  August  18-20.

Grey  New  Orleans,  La.;  William 
Gaventa,  medical  missionary  to 
Nigeria;  Courts  Redford,  Home 
Mission  Board,  Atlanta,  Ga.;  and 
Jack  Hamm,  Waco,  Tex.

Living  Costs  Reach 
All  Time  High 

Most  pastors  have  no  way  of 
passing  on  the  information  to  the 
proper  persons  in  cases  such  as 
cited  below.  We  quote  from  a  re¬ 
cent  Associated  Press  news  ar¬ 
ticle: 

“The  Government  reported  to¬ 
day  thnt  rising  food  prices  forced 
living  costs  to  a  RECORD  HIGH 
between  May  and  June.  Besides 
higher  food  costs,  price  boosts 
were  reporter!  for  housing,  and 
medicbl  care.  This  means  that  the 
consumer  paid  in  June  nearly 
$1.15  for  what  he  could  buy  for 
a  dollar  in  the  1947-19  period.” 

As  our  churches,  finance  com¬ 
mittees  and  others  are  charged 
with  making  plans  for  the  next 
budget,  we  urge  them  to  consider 
the  above  items.  In  other  words, 
it  takes  more  to  live  today  than 
ever  before  in  the  history  of  our 
country.  A  fifteen  per  cent  in¬ 
crease  will  not  be  a  raise  in  sal¬ 
ary,  but  simply  an  adjustment  to 
enable  the  pastor  to  buy  as  much 
with  a  fifteen  percent  increase  as 
he  could  with  the  old  salary  be¬ 
fore  the  present  record  high 
prices.

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Brotherhood 
K  was  decided  to  furnish  these  boxea 
on  a  coat  basis  Six  men  of  the  Bro¬ 
therhood  have  volunteered  to  go  to  the 
factory  and  work  nights  to  furnish 
these  boxes. 

'  The  nearest  we  can  come  to  the  actual 
coat  which  includes  the  mailing  charges 
is  54c  per  box.  It  requires  approxi¬ 
mately  2  lbs.  of  steel,  and  added  to  this 
is  electricity,  etc. 

We  feel  that  no  church  would  mind 
paying  this  small  amount,  and  that  no 
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Court  Rules  Public 
Funds  For  Parochial 
Schools  Is  Illegal

even  telephone  calls  we  know  that 
many  of  our  readers  are  interested 
in  the  continuing  efforts  of  Ro¬ 
man  Catholics  to  obtain  public 
tax  money  for  the  support  of  Ro¬ 
man  Catholic  schools.  And  they 
are  succeeding  in  many  places, 
but  there  is  also  much  opposition 
against  the  using  of  tax  money 
for  the  support  of  any  sectarian 
ocliool.

As  Others  Saw  It 

In  order  that  our  readers  may 
get  a  cross  section  of  Southern 
Haptist  thought  concerning  the 
recent  Houston  convention  we 
continue  giving  the  opinions  as 
expressed  by  various  editors. 

Dr.  Richard  N.  Owen  in  Ten¬ 
nessee’s  “Raptist  and  Reflector" 
wrote:  v 

“One  thing  probably  stands  out 
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of  the  efforts  of  Missourians  to 
halt  the  use  of  public  funds  for 
parochial  schools.  * 

Our  readers  will  be  interested 
in  knowing  that  the  Missouri  Su¬ 
preme  Court  has  ruled  that  the 
use  of  public  funds  to  transport 
pupils  of  parochial  or  private 
scliols  and  to  aid  so-called  public 
schools  owned  and  controlled  by 
the  Roman  Cathlic  Church  is  il¬ 
legal.  The  Court  held,  in  a  unani¬ 
mous  decision  that  transportation 
of  |Mirochial  school  students  at 
the  expense  of  the  public  school 
district  was  “unlawful  and  must 
be  enjoined.”  The  Court  said: 

“We  think  the  conclusion  is  in¬ 
escapable  that  these  schools  .  .  . 
were  in  fact  controlled  in  the  main 
by  members  of  recognized  orders 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
and  by  officials  thereof ;  that 
church  schools  to  a  great  degree 


above  all  else  in  the  Convention 
at  Houston.  The  fact  that  Southern 
Baptists  after  all  are  one  people 
who  are  committed  to  a  great 
purpose.  They  intend  to  remain 
one  people  devoting  their  love, 
thought,  prayerr.  and  energies  lo 
fulfilling  that  purpose. 

“There  was  n  moment,  let  it  be 
granted,  when  it  seemed  we  could 
be  diverted  from  our  real  purpose, 
and  our  common  task  sacrificed 
through  a  divisive  spirit.  But  such 
was  but  the  fleeting  hesitancy  of  a 
runner. pausing  at  the  fork  of  the 
road.  But  having  seen  (lie  rigid 
course  lie  runs  on,  confident  that 
he  is  headed  for  the  goal. 

"The  recommendations  of  the 
Committee  on  Relations  with 
Other  Religiout  bodies  were  ac¬ 
cepted.  The  Committee's  work  is 
now  ended  and  the  Committee  dis¬ 
solved.  It  was  a  wise  decision  that

purpose.  Missions  and  evangelism 
were  at  the  center  of  all  thinking.

The  governor  told  them  that  he 
even  owned  their  house*  aad  furni¬ 
ture  and  that  they  must  leave. 
They  refused  to  leave  their  homes 
or  to  forsake  their  faith  Such  per¬ 
secution  followed  that  the  group 
was  compelled  to  hire  aa  attorney 
Aa  a  result  the  superintendent  far 
the  Indian  Agency  and  the  attorney 
persuaded  the  tribal  council  to  sign 
an  ordinance  in  favor  of  religion* 
liberty. 

Here  is  the  ordinance:  ‘‘Be  it  or¬ 
dained  by  the  council  of  the  Pug* 
In  of  Jemex;  that  the  Pueblo  rec¬ 
ognize*  that  every  member  of  the 
Pueblo  shall  have  the  freedom  to 
worship  as  his  conscience  dictates 
No  member  of  this  Pueblo  shall 
ever  bo  molested  la  person  or  prop^ 
erty  by  the  Pueblo  on  account  of 
of  worship  ”

The  chances  are  that  you 
could  master  a  part  of  it  if  you  did 
not  feel,  as  most  people  do  in  our 
culture,  that  only  cowards  are 
afraid. 

Sure  you  can  overcome  it,  enough 
to  serve  Why  don’t  you  try  doing 
more  in  Training  Union.  That  is 
one  of  the  things  that  it  is  for.  Ifj 
I  were  you,  I  would  promise  the 
Lord  and  perhaps  my  pastor,  that 
fear  or  no  fear  I  would  do  my 
duty.
